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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Newly submitted claims 28-36 are directed to an invention that is independent or 
distinct from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: 

Claim 21 and claim 28 are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process of claim 21 does not require multiple radiation 
sources, the exclusion of a lens system, and the exclusion of a light guide, as are 
required by the apparatus defined in new claim 28. 

2. Original claim 1 and new claim 28 are related as subcombination and 
combination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because it does not 
require a hollow space and dichroic beam divider. The subcombination has separate 
utility such as measurement of chemiluminescence or absorption. 

3. Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
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prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 28-36 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 21-27 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Applicant's admission of the prior art in view of Kishimoto et al and Neel et al. 

The reasons for this rejection are as set forth in paragraph 7 of the last Office 
action. Regarding the newly recited limitation that the aperture Is offset from the 
excitation light, this feature is clearly provided by Neel et al (see Figure 1 ), in which the 
light source is offset from the aperture by an angle of 90 degrees. 
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Response to Arguments 

7. Applicant's arguments filed 12-30-04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the grounds of rejection above, applicant argues only that 
Neel et al disclose the provision of a reference detector, which is not required by the 
instant claims. The argument Is not persuasive because the reference detector of Neel 
et al is in no way precluded by the instant claims.
